Segal alone 
owes the trust ;$3,300,000, and the 
liabilities are approximately $10,000, 
000, with real assets of about $3,500,000 
On petition of John M. Converse, one 
of the board of direetors, which con- 
tains many eminent names, George 
H. Earle, Jr., was appointed’ receiver. 
The deposits included savings of many 
Presbyterian clergymen, and $1,100,000 
of the general assembly’s funds, be- 
sides funds of many individual 
churches and Sunday schools. Segal 
claims that he got’only $3,000,000, and 
that he gave $9,000,000 security, but 
the latter is regarded as of question- 
able value. The bank held also $175,- 
000 belonging to the state of Pennsyl- 
vania,

Postal Clerks Form a Union. 
Postoffice employees from Chicago, 
Milwaukee.

Dr. Julian P. Thomas, the New York 
amateur aeronaut, has scored again 
by the application of a new steering 
device in his recent voyage on the bal- 
loon Nirvana from New York city to 
Oakland Valley, N. ¥Y. He had adjust- 
ed a bicycle frame and pedals to the 
basket so that by pedaling he could 
revolve a propeller at different angles. 
He found that he could steer before 
the wind at any desired slant, and that 
he could raise or lower the balloon 
without throwing out ballast. This de- 
vice worked well, however, only up to 
a height of 500 feet, as beyond that 
height the rarefied air made the work 
of pedaling too exhausting upon Dr.

Boom For Simplified Spelling. 

Close on the heels of President 
Roosevelt's official indorsement of the 
reformed spelling favored by the 
simplified spelling board it was an- 
nounced that the Rev. Dr. Walter W. 
Skeat, the noted Anglo-Saxon scholar 
of Cambridge, England, and Dr. James 
A. Murray, editor of the Oxford Eng- 
lish Dictionary, had joined the ranks 
of spelling reform. Andrew Carnegie, 
whose money endowed the work of the 
board, expressed “delight, but not sur- 
prise,” at the president’s attitude and 
thought that this would settle the adop- 
tion of spelling reform by the majority 
of the English speaking race. The 
spelling board has received a great 
mass of inquiries for lists and primers 
of the new spelling rules.° 

Nevertheless. the 
press of England, 
and largely of this 
country, has ridi- 
culed » unmercifully 
the president’s ac- 
tion. President Eliot 
of Harvard said the 
new. style did not 
appeal to him, and 
he thought it would 
be a long time be- 
fore it would be- 
come popular. John 
Wanamaker ‘has adopted the new 
spelling for his advertising and like- 
wise L. 8. Plaut & Co. of Newark and 
the editors of a number of newspapers. 
Professor Brander Matthews calls at- 
tention to the fact that the board does 
not attempt such radical changes as 
newspaper articles would imply, as 
they have gone no further than the 300 
words listed; also-to the fact that Ed. 
itors Smith of the Century Dictionary 
and Funk of the Standard and the ed 
itor of Webster’s are all members ot 
the simplified spelling board. 

The College Bred Farmer. 

Professor L. H. Bailey, director ot 
the Cornell University College of Agri- 
culture, in the third of his series ot 
articles for the Century gives a result 
of his inquiry among his students as to 
what practical use they expect to put 
their education. Of the 179 replies re. 
ceived seventy-elght were those of 
etudents reared on the farm. Of these 
sixty-eight desired to go into practical 
farming and eight into teaching or ex- 
perimental work. Of the sixty-nine 
students reared in town or city forty: 
four wish to go into practical-farming, 
fourteen into teaching, eight into land. 
scape gardening and the rest unde. 
cided. -Of the fourteen women stu- 
dents two want to become practical 
farmers and twelve teachers of nature 
study and agriculture. Of the eighteen 
foreign students fifteen wish to return, 
to the farm and three to enter experi- 
mental work. Profe:sor Bailey says 
that the. agricultural college is now 
teaching from the farm rather than 
from the academic point of view.

George Hardy of Newbury left a 
daughter Mary, while. John of Salem 
had two sons Joseph and John, so some 
of the Essex County men may trace 
back to John of Salem; but. the great 
rank and file of the New England men 
of the name, hail from the old Brad- 
ford line of Thomas Hardy, pioneer 
and one of the founders of the town of 
Ipswich. He came up from Boston 
with John Winthrop, one of a party of 
twelve, including Robert Cole (not our 
line) William Perkins, William Swett 
or Sweat, Thorndyke, Howlett, Clark, 
Ward, ete., and after Ipswich was well 
planted removed to Bradford, the new 
village of Rowley on the Merrimac 
over against Haverhill. He is found 
prominent in Bradford 1653 to 1663, 
but I do not yet find military or civil 
service. He built a family mainly and 
left a large plantation well under culti- 
yation, a model manor farm, I never 
knew for certain the name. of the wife 
who .was' mother of his children. 
Lydia is usually her name in our Hardy 
charts.
